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INTRODUCTION. 



The following pages have been written principally 
with the intention to facilitate the translation of 
those directions which are commonly appended in 
Latin to the prescriptions of Surgeons and Physi* 
cians, and to prevent the daily mistakes that are made 
by Chemists in rendering them into English. It is 
likewise an admitted fact that the study of the 
classics, and particularly of Latin composition, is so 
little attended to in most English schools that many 
members of the Medical Profession, otherwise well 
educated, are unable to write a Latin prescription 
grammatically, and hence the term ^^ Doctors' Latin" 
has become synonymous, not only with solecisms and 
barbarisms, but also with the coinage of many words 
which are not to be found in any Dictionary extant* 
These words, and likewise some expressions that are 
not only unclassical but incorrect, the Author has 
avoided, with a view to the introduction of terms 
equally expressive and less subject to animadversioii* 
A list of those medicines that are in use at the pre* 
sent day, together with their doses and properties, 
has been added, in order that the Chemist may be able 
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to correct any obvious mistake that may occasionally 
occur in those prescriptions that are forwarded to 
him, and likewise with a view to refresh the memory 
of the Medical Student on a subject of considerable — 
frequently of vital — importance, and which forms a 
portion of the examination he must undergo at Apo- 
thecaries' Hall. 

A few examples of some common forms of pre- 
scriptions have been appended, but the student in 
medicine must make himself master of the principlea 
upon which their election is to be made according to 
the disease they are intended to combat, and the mode 
in which it is desirable they should act. Thus, some 
sudorifics produce their effect by depressing the sys- 
tem, while others operate by stimulating it, and it is 
almost needless to add, that they cannot be em- 
ployed indiscriminately. 

With respect to the doses ordered, they are for the 
most part of medium strength ; but the age, sex, con- 
stitution and habits of every patient must be duly con- 
sidered before any quantity of any active medicine is 
ordered, and then the simpler the form of prescription 
the greater the probability of determining the good or 
bad effects of the remedies employed. Some sur- 
geons, and many physicians, are in the habit of order- 
ing a great number of superfluous ingredients together; 
as two or three tinctures of similar properties, and two 
or three sorts of syrup ; a plan that is frequently in- 
judicious and always inelegant, though these absurd 
combinations arc by many considered in a different 
light. 
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The prescriptions appended to this work, thongh 
few in numher, are simply what they are stated to 
be^ — narcotic, cathartic, diaretic, &c. But in the 
treatment of most diseases it is frequently desirable 
to produce two or three effects simultaneously, as 
perspiration, the evacuation of the bowels, and 
quietude. In these instances the medical pupil must 
learn to make such combinations as are likely to pro- 
mote his intentions, and to take care that in so doing 
he inadvertently mix not such medicines as chemi- 
cally may render each other inert, or form a third 
product whose effects may be dissimilar to those of 
the medicines he employs, unless the properties of 
this third product be those on which reliance is 
placed. 

To write a prescription with neatness, the first 
point to be considered is the nature and doses of 
the most active ingredients entering into its composi- 
tion; then, if a draught or mixture, the fluid or 
vehicle in which they are to be suspended, its taste, 
and, in many instances, its colour. Some patients 
abhor the flavour of peppermint, others of cinnamon, 
and where the stomach is very irritable, this consider- 
ation is of some moment. With respect to colour, 
although a matter of such small moment may seem 
absolutely unimportant, there are many people who, 
after taking a certain medicine for a length of time, 
cannot be persuaded to continue its use ; in which 
cases the substitution of the syrup of mulberries for 
the syrup of saffron, for instance, will indttce them to 
persist under the impression that they are taking a 
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new medicine from which they expect to derive 
henefit. 

The Author is well aware of the poverty of his 
present contribution to Medical Literature, but trusts 
it may not be altogether useless to those who are en* 
tering upon the study of medicine.

Aeabic-s et AcACiiE Veile Gummi. D. Gum 
Arabic. Properties, demulcent. 

AcETUM CoLCHici. L. E. Vinegar of Meadow Saf- 
fron. SeeColcliici Cormus. Dose from nx«xx. to f.^j. 

AcETUM SciLLiE. L. E. D. Vinegar of Squill. 
Properties, expectorant and diuretic. Dose, from 
f.3ss. to f.3ij. 

AciDUM Benzoicum. L. E. D. Benzoic Acid. Pro- 
perties, stimulant. Seldom prescribed. 

AciDUM CiTRicuM. L. E. D. Citric Acid. Pro- 
perties similar to those of lemon juice, though its 
jBavour is far less grateful. It is frequently used in 
the composition of saline draughts, ten grains being 
required for decomposing one scruple of the Car- 
bonate of Soda ; fifteen for the Carbonate of Potass, 
and twenty-four for the Carbonate of Anunonia. 
About two grains more of the acid will decompose 
the bi-carbonates. 

AciDUM Hydbochlobicum. L. Acidum Mubiati- 
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CUM PuRUM. E. D. Hydrochloric Acid. Pure 
Muriatic Acid. Properties, tonic^^astringent and 
antiseptic. In the gaseous form it is disinfecting. 
Dose, from n^.v. to Tt|,.xx, 

AciDUM Hydrocyanicum. L. E. Prussic Acid. 
Properties, directly sedative. Dose, from Tt|,.j. to 
n^.iv. 

AciDUM NiTRicuM. L. E. Nitric Acid. Acidum 
NiTRicuM DiLUTUM. L. E. Dilute Nitric Acid. Pro- 
perties similar to those of Muriatic Acid. Dose of 
the latter, which is generally prescrihed, from nx.z. 
to nt .xl. 

Acidum Oxalicuh. Oxalic Acid. Properties poison- 
ous. Not used internally. 

Acidum Scjlfhuricum Dilutum, L. E. D. Dilute 
Sulphuric Acid. Properties, tonic, antiseptic, as- 
tringent and refrigerant. Dose, from n^.x. to ni .xl. 
In some peculiar cases, as in hemorrhages, for ex- 
ample, much larger doses may he prescribed. 

Acidum Sulphuricum Aromaticum. E. D. Aro- 
matic Sulphuric Acid. Properties, stimulant, tonic, 
astringent and antiseptic. Dose, the same as that 
of the dilute Sulphuric Acid. 

Acidum Tartaricum. L. E. Tartaric Acid. Pro- 
perties refrigerant. 

AcoNiTi Folia. L. E. D. The leaves of Monks- 
hood. Properties narcotic and diaphoretic. Dose 
of the powdered leaves from one to two grains, 
which may he cautiously increased to treble that 
quantity. In immoderate doses Aconitum will 
occasion violent vomiting, vertigo and death. It is 
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-an uncertain internal remedy. A poultice made 
from the leaves has been used in some painful af- 
fections of various parts, but its effects must be 
carefully watched. 

AcoRi Calami Radix. E. D. Calami Radix. L. 
The root of Sweet-flag. Properties, tonic and aro- 
matic. Dose, in substance, from 3j. to 3j* Sel- 
dom prescribed. 

^THEB SuLPHURicus. L. E. B. Sulphuric iEther. 
Properties, stimulant and antispasmodic. Dose, from 
f.3ss. to f.3jss. It is employed externally, chiefly 
as a refrigerant. 

ALTHJEiE Folia et Radix. L. E. D. The leaves 
and root of Marsh Mallow* Properties, demulcent, 
from its mucilaginous nature. The decoc- 
tion of Marsh Mallow may be drunk in any 
quantity. 

Alumen Exsiccatum. L. E. D. Dried Alum. Pro- 
perties highly astringent. It is seldom prescribed 
internally, but may be given to the extent of a 
scruple. Its chief use is in coUyria, injections, 
and applications to indolent ulcers. 

Ammoniacum. L. E. D. Ammoniac. Properties, 
stimulating, expectorant and antispasmodic ; exter- 
nally, discutient. Dose from gr.x. to 5SS. 

AMMONiiB Hydbgchloras. L. Ammonije Mubias. 
E. D. Hydrochlorate of Ammonia. L. Muriate 
of Ammonia. E. D. Properties, refrigerant when 
applied externally in the form of lotion. It is 
scarcely ever prescribed internally. 
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Ammonije Sesquicarbonas. L. E. Ammonije Cab- 
B0NA8. D. Sesquicarbonate of Ammonia. L. £. 
Carbonate of Ammonia. D. Properties, stimn- 
lant, antacid and diaphoretic. Dose, from gr.v. to 
a scrapie. 

Amyodalje Amab^ bt Dulcbs. L. E. D. Bitter 
and Sweet Almonds. Properties, principally demul- 
cent ; those of the former are likewise somewhat 
sedative. They are principally used in the forma- 
tion of vehicles for more active medicines. 

Anbthum. L. E. Dill fruit. . Properties, carmlnan 
tive and stomachic. Dose, in powder, from gr. x. 
to 3J. 

Anisum. L. E. Pimpinella Anisum. D. Anise 
seeds. Properties, stimulating and carminative. 
Dose, of the bruised seeds, from a few grains to 
one or two drams. 

ANTHEMims Flores. L. E. Chamomile flowers. 
Properties, tonic and carminative. Dose, in pow- 
der, from 388. to 3Jss. 

Antimonii Potassig-Tartras. L. Potassio-Tar- 
trate of Antimony. Antimonium Tartarizatum. 
E. Tartarized Antimony. Antimonii bt Po- 
tass^ Tartras. D. Tartrate of Antimony and 
Potassa. Properties, diaphoretic, nauseating, and 
emetic ; in large doses, purgative, and occasionally 
diuretic. Externally, when made into an oint- 
ment with four times its weight of hog's lard, after 
a few applications by friction, it will produce a pus- 
tular eruption on the skin. Dose, to induce per- 
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spiration, from one-eighth to one-fourth of a grain ; 
to vomit, two or three grains. 

Aqua Anethi. L. E. Dill water. See Anethum. 
Dose, ad lihitnm. 

Aqua Carui. L. D. Carraway Water. Proper- 
ties, stimulant and carminative. Dose, ad libi- 
tum. 

Aqua Cinnamomi. L. E. D. Cinnamon Water. 
Properties and dose, similar to those of Carraway 
Water. 

Aqua Menth^e Piperitje. L. E. D. Peppermint 
Water. Properties, stimulant and carminative. 
Used as a vehicle for other medicines. 

Aqua Mentha Viridis. L. E. -n 

Aqua Mentha Sativje. D. Properties and 
Spearmint Water. 

Aqua Pimentje. L. E. D. 
Pimenta Water. 

Aqua Pulegii. L. E. D. 
Pennyroyal Water. 

Aqua Ros^. L. E. D. Rose Water. Used as a 
vehicle for some medicines. 

Argenti Nitras. L. E. Arobnti Nitras Fusum. 
D. Nitrate of Silver. Properties, internally tonic, 
and probably somewhat sedative.

Properties, stimulant, antispasmodic, expectorant, 
emmenagogue, and anthelmintic. Dose, irom 
gr. iij. to Bi.

Properties, stimulating and expectorant. Dose,

D. Deadly Nightshade; .the leaves and root* 
Properties, principally sedative and narcotic. Dose, 
in powder, from one grain, which must be very 
cautiously increased according to its effects. The 
extract is more manageable.

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Properties, tonic and antispasmodic. Dose, from 
one to four grains ; and, in some cases, a larger 
quantity. 

Properties, su- 
dorific and diuretic. Dose of the leaves, in powder, 
from 3j. to jss.

Calumbje Radix. L. £. Calumba-root. Pro- 
perties, tonic and astringent. Dose, in powder, 
from 9j. to 3J. 

Cambogia. L. Oamhoge. Properties, a drastic 
cathartic, and sometimes emetic. Dose, from gr. 
ij« to gr. V. 

Camphora. L. E. D. Camphor. Properties, sti- 
mulant, afterwards sedative and slightly diaphoretic. 
Dose, from gr. ij. to gr. xv. 

Canbllje Cortex. L. £. D. Canella Bark. Pro- 
perties, stimulant and tonic. Dose, in powder, 
from half a scruple to two scruples.

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Cantharis. L. E. D. Spankli Fly. Propertiefi, 
stimulant and highly diuretic, which latter effect i» 
often produced by their external application in the 
form of the common blister. Dose, in powder, 
from one to three grains. 

L. E. D. Berries of Capsicum, or 
Cayenne Pepper. Properties, internally, highly 
stimulating; externally, rubefacient. Dose, from 
a few grains to fifteen or twenty. Some people 
will take large doses without inconvenience. 

Cabbo Lioni. L. E. D. Charcoal. Properties, an- 
tiseptic. Dose, from gr. x. to 3J. combined with a 
purgative, otherwise when long continued it some- 
times forms concretions in the bowels. 

Cabdamomum. L. E. Amomum Cabdamomum; 
Semina. D. Lesser Cardamom Seeds. Pro- 
perties, stimulant and carminative. Dose, in 
powder, from a few grains to a scruple or more. 

Cabui Semina. L. E. D. Carraway Seeds. Pro- 
perties similar to those of lesser Cardamom seeds. 
They may be given, however, in somewhat larger 
doses. 

Caryophyllus. L. E. D. Cloves. Properties, 
highly stimulating. Dose, from gr. iij. to gr. x. 

Cascabillje Cortex. L. E. D. Cascarilla Bark. 
Properties, tonic and astringent. Dose, in powder, 
from gr. x. to 9ij. 

Castobeum. L. E. D. Castor. Properties, anti> 
spasmodic and emmenagogue. Dose, in powder, 
from gr. x. to 3j. 
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Catechu Ejetractum. Catechu. Properties, power- 
fully astringent. Dose, from gr. x. to 33. 

Cebevisijb Fbbmentum. L. D. Yeast. Proper- 
ties, antiseptic and tonic. Dose, from one to two 
ounces, frequently repeated. 

CiNGHONJE Cortex. Bark. L. Of this there are 
three varieties ; the C. Lancifglia ; the C. Ohlongi- 
folia, and the p. Cordifolia. Properties, principally 
a powerful tonic. Dose, in powder, from half a 
scruple to two drams, and sometimes a larger 
quantity. 

CiNNAMOMi CoBTEX. L. E. D. Cinnamon. Pro- 
perties, stimulant and cordial* Dose, in powder, 
from gr. x. to 38s. 

COLCHIGI CORMUS ET SbMINA. L. E. CoLCHICI Au- 

TUMNALis BuLBUS ET Semina. D. The h'ulh and 
seeds of Meadow-Safiron. Properties, diuretic, 
purgative, narcotic and frequently emetic. Dose 
of the dried hulh from gr. ij. to gr. viij. The 
seeds are generally used to form a vinous infusion, 
made hy macerating Jj. of the seeds in f.Jxij. of 
white wine, the dose of which is from nxxv. to f.3J. 

COLOCYNTHIS. L. E. COLOCYNTHIS ; FrUCTUS, 

PuLPA. D. Coloquintida, or Bitter Cucumber. 
This is scarcely ever prescribed, the compound 
extract being usually employed, — which see.

LARUM. D. Confection of Almonds. Proper 
ties, emollient. It is generally used to form the 
almond emulsion.

(One grain of Opium is contained in 
thirty-six grains of the confection of the London 
Pharmacopoeia).

pERis. E. Confection of Black Pepper. Proper- 
ties, stimulating. Dose, from one to two drams, 
or more. 

CoNFEOTio RVTM, L. D. Coufection of Rue. Pro- 
perties, stimulant and antispasmodic. It is not 
prescrihed internally, hut from half a dram to a 
dram, or more, may he made into an enema, 
when requisite. 

CoKFECTio SoAMMONii. L. Coufectiou of Scammony. 
Properties, cathartic. Dose, from 3j. to 3J. It is 
seldom used. 

CoNFECTio Sekn£. L. Seuua Confection. Pro- 
perties, laxative. Dose from one dram to six, 
or more. 

CoNii Fbuctus. L. Conii Maculati Folia. D. 
The leaves of Hemlock. Properties, narcotic ; in 
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large doses, they produce vertigo and delirium. 
Dose, of the dried leaves in powder, from gr. ij. to 
gr. iij., to be cautiously increased, until the 
symptoms produced forbid its further use. 

CoNTRAYBBVA Radiz. L. Contrayerva Root. Pro- 
perties, stimulant and sudorific. Dose, in powder, 
from gr. v. to 3J. The compound powder is 
usually prescribed.

Properties, stimulant, diuretic, and in large doses, 
laxative.

D. Coriander ; Coriander Seeds. Properties, car- 
minative and stomachic. Dose, when bruised, 
from 3S8. to 3J. or more. 

Properties, stimulant 
and sedative. Dose, from -711 v. to ntx. in water. 

Creta Pbjbparata. L. E. D. Prepared Chalk. Pro- 
perties, antacid. Dose, from gr. x. to 3J. 

Cubbba. L. E. Cubbbjb Fructus. D. Cubebs. 
Properties, diuretic, and in some constitutions 
somewhat sedative. Dose, from 3SS. to 3Jbs.

A mucilaginous diluent. 

Decoctum Dulcamabje. L. E. D. Decoction of 
Woody Nightshade. Properties, diuretic and nar- 
cotic. Dose, from half an ounce to an ounce. 

Decoctum Guaiaci. E. Decoctum Guaiaci Com- 
positum. D. See Guaiacum. Dose, from O.j. to 
O.ij. 

J)ecoctum Hamatoxyu. £. D. Decoction of Log- 
wood.

D. Decoction of Sarsaparilla. This, and the com- 
pound decoction of the same medicine, are con- 
sidered as mild tonics and alteratives. The dose is 
from two ounces to half a pint. 

Decoctum Senega. L. D. Decoction of Seneka. 
Properties, stimulating and expectorant, and oc- 
casionally diuretic. Dose, from one ounce to 
three. 

Decoctum Taraxaci. L. E. D. Decoction of Dan- 
delion. Properties, laxative and diuretic. Dose, 
from f.^jss. to f.^iij* 

Decoctum Ulmi. L. D. Decoction of Elm Bark. 
Properties, principielly diuretic. Dose, from two 
or three ounces to half a pint. . It is seldom used, 
except in some ohstinate cutaneous diseases, and 
then with doubtful efficacy. 

Decoctum UviE Ursi. L. Decoction of Whortle- 
berry. See Uv8B Ursi Folia. 

Decoctum Veratri. L. D. Decoction of White 
Hellebore. Properties, stimulating and powerfully 
cathartic. It is never used internally, and though 
occasionally prescribed as a lotion, not infrequently 
produces injurious effects when used externally, 
particularly in old and weak constitutions. 

Digitalis Folu. . L. E. D. The Leaves of Pox-
